Kingsley hit a grounder to 
the shortstop and throw In plenty of 
time for the out, but the first base- 
man dropped the ball and Korna 
tallyod the- first score. * 

In the eighth the colored boys had 
the game well In hand, but for a prize 
"boner" on the part of the visiting 
catcher. Bailey reached flnst base via 
the walk route, Kingsley took three 
hoalhty swings for the third out, but 
the catcher dropped the ball and 
picked It up again and started for the 
bench without making the necessary 
throw to first to retire the bataman. 
The umpire called Kingsley out and a 
big argument started which lasted for 
twenty minutes until a rule book was 
aecured and the dispute settled. While 
the argument was In progress Balloy 
took third and Kinysley second. The 
umpire changed his decision when 
shown the rule whereby KInksley had 
a right to try for first on a third 
strike with two out.

FINED 520 FOR DRIVING 

UPON FRESH HIGHWAY 



Death followed In the wake of tho 
county fair Sunday, and three North 
Chicago young people, all bound for 
Llbertyvllle. gave up their livea on 
the St. Paul crossing on the Bulkley 
road when their automobile was 
swept from the tracks by a lilmlted 
train southbound. 
Those who were killed were: 
Frances Salata. 15 years old, 
16th and Victoria streets. 

Frank Serockl, 22 yeara old, of 
Fellow place. 

Joaeph Adamski, 19 yeara old. of 
12th and Victoria streets. He will 
be remembered by Antioch baseball 
fans aa little "Joey", pitcher for 
North Chicago, having performed 
here this year and last year. 

Serockl was the driver. Adamski 
was. instantly killed. His mangled 
form was found dangling In the front 
part of the engine when they stopped 
the eleven coached passenger train 
a mile down the track. 

Miaa Salta and Serockl were found 
huddled near . the wreckage of tho 
car. Both were unconscious and ap- 
parently dead. The Wetzel and Pe- 
terson ambulance was called nnd 
they were rushed to the Victory Mem- 
orial hoapltal where they died "on the 
operating table. 

The body of Adamski wan batter- 
ed beyond recognition. The other 
two young people were also hard hit.

ACCIDENT MONDAY 
An accident In wblch no one waa 
seriously injured occurred Monday 
night on the Antloch-Hickory roail 
between Hickory Corners and Bean 
Hill, when an automobile driven by 
John P. Bowles of Antioch ran into 
the ditch. According to him he was 
forced too far to one side of the road 
by an approaching motorist and was 
unable to got hack before he could 
avert going Into the ditch. 



John Wild, 60 years old. night 
watchman employed by the B. H. 
Merrick ponatructlon company, near 
Lake VIIIH, was killed Friday night by 
a machine alleged to have been driven 
by "Dago" Frank Lewis, who has a 
aummer home at Squaw Creek near 
Ingleside. 

A warrant waa lasued for the ar- 
rest of Lewis on a manslaughter 
charge. Another warrant for the ar- 
roat of "John Doe," manager of a gar- 
age at Lake Villa, was alao sworn out. 
The garage man Is alleged to have 
taken the car away at midnight. 

The body of Wild waa not found 
until 7 o'clock Saturday morning, em- 
ployes of the Merrick Construction 
company finding the body in a ditcU 
near the Otto Lehmann farm, about 
two miles from Lake Villa. 

Wild, according to the story told to 
State's Attorney A. V. Smith, was 
struck by "Dago" Frank's machine at 
10:35 o'clock. 

The driver of the car Is alleged to 
have been traveling at an exceedingly 
high rate of speed, going through a 
barricade on the Foi Lake-Lake Villa 
road near the Lehmann farm. The 
machine Is said to have traveled 300 
feet onto the new stretch of road after 
hitting the barricade, turning three 
somersaults. The driver miraculously 
escaped Injuo'. 

A machine driven by C. D, Dicks Jr. 
of Lake Villa. In which there were 
four passengers, waa coming along a 
detour road at the time of the crash. 
Those In the car were Mr. and Mra. 
C B Dicks, C. B. DIcka, Jr„ Charlea 
McFarland and John J. Mulvlll, the 
latter an Oak Park man vlalting at 
the Dicks home. 

Mulvlll told State's Attorney Smith 
that they heard a machine going west 
at a terrific rate of apeed, the motor' 
being heard a long diatance away. Ho 
said the brakes of the car started to 
grate, It being apparent the driver 
was bringing his car to a sudden atop. 
The sky, a minute later was illuminat- 
ed, he said, tlUs being caused when 
the machine overturned. 

Mulvlll said ho and members of the 
Dicks family hurried to the barricade 
road and found the overturned ma- 
chine and a man who later gave his 
name as Lewis, pinned under tho car. 
He was extricated from his perilous 
position and found to be uninjured. 

Lewis, according to I\lulvlll, told 
him and Mr. Dicks that lie was alone 
In the car and that no one waa hit by 
his machine. He was taken to his 
summer cottage. He fainted twice on 
the way home, but when he arrived 
there he waa all right.

The materials needed to moke tbla 
rheostat are a composition dial, soma 
resistance wire, n small atrip of broBi, 
and some wrews and mica disc.

It is much better tn pick a 
pullet that haa the quulftlea to lay 
and then give her a chance to prove 
that slie Ib uo bhiff. 

Above ay, we must have a hoaUliy 
bird. No one will ever expect a diiU- 
eyed, Inactive, rough-looking pullet 
to lay. She must be vigorous and 
inlmia phyalcal defects. 

Typo Indicates tlie degree of In- 
tensity witli wlilcir'n bird can lay. a 
hen of good type must poafios a flat 
and wide back; the bronstfahould he 
full, and deep; the neck short and 
well set; the legs of moderate longtii. 
The head should be fine wltli largo, 
bold oyea sot in oval eye sockets. 
Long narrow feathers Indicate n lato 
maturing bird. Narrow loose Ceathera 
UBunliy make a bird look large. Never 
get confused, — alwaya measure the 
actually depth and plumpness by 
grasping the fowl around the body, 
placing Uie thumbs together at tbe 
top and the nngera together along the 
keel bono. The underline should he 
horizontal and fairly deep. A hen of 
the above typo has a largo capacity 
for feed, and feed la essential, for a 
high record. 

Some people, pick heavy layers en- 
tirely according to the pelvic meas- 
urements of tho fowl, A laying hen 
has a dilated abdomen so that the 
pelvic arch fs widespread and the 
keel Is forced down away from the 
pelvic arch. Ordinarily one or two 
Angers can bo placed between the 
two sharp points of tho pelvic bones, 
but If a hen Is laying the points may 
spread until one may placo four or 
more fingers between them. 

The ear lobes, wattles and comb" of 
a laying fowl are large, full, and waxy. 
If the comb Is warm the bird will fay 
soon. These organs vary with the 
activities of tlie ovaries. 

A laying hen uses up surplus fat, 
especially from tho skin, A breed of 
a yellow skin, If laying hcaVIIy, will 
have a white skin or at least less yel- 
low than the non-layer. The color of 
the vent changes first 

Tho inner edges of tho eyelids 
bleach out a trifle slower than tho 
■vent. The ear lobes of Leghorns and 
Anconas bleach' out slower than tho 
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oyerings. The beak and shanks also 
bleach out later. 

Tho yellow color returns In the 
same order as it went away hut much 
quicker. It Is during tbls return of 
color that the hens usually rest. " 

When a hen stops laying In tho 
flumm'or she usually starts molting. 
The later a hen lay in the summer the 
longer her production period, ho the 
late molting bird Is tho best producer. 
Tho October or even November molt- 
ers are the best layers. 

A low producer is shy and can bo 
soon on the edge of ii nock. It usually 
squawks when caught. 

Cull your dock before you go Into 
winter quarters. It is too expensive 
lo feed and house a-nou-producer. Use 
the hatchet now.
